Realize  the  mine  in  spill  was  not  in  the  program,  but  we  want  to  explore  how  local 
opposition  helped  keep  it  out  of  the  program,  and  explain  how  Superfund  works  and  what 
benefits  it  offers.

$17m  (and  SIM  a year  to  operate)  would  be  able  to  clean  the  water  in  the  Animas.  Is  that 
correct?  And  if  so,  is  it  the  type  of  expense  that  Superfund  would  cover? 

Please 
give  me  a eall  when  you  ean. 

Hoping  to  get  whatever  answers  we  can  as  quickly  as  possible  b’c  story  is  already  live  and 
the  plan  is  to  make  this  our  main  foeus  today.
